“ The stock exchange has ceased 
to be a private or even a national 
concern,” said Perkins. 
“ It is in ­ 
ternational. the great market of the 
world. 
The attacks made upon it in 
recent years have shaken public con­ 
fidence. 
The only 
way to restore 
that confidence is to place the 
ex­ 
change under control. 
Now is the 
time to do it and steps toward that 
end should he taken immediately. 
“ As for any talk about the stork 
exchange not being a necessity 
be­ 
cause we have got along for a cou­ 
ple of months without it, that 
is 
sheer nonsense. The stock exchange 
is as much a necessity as the hanks. 
We could live without either— but 
how’ would we live?”

WASHINGTON. 

20.-—A tre­ 
mendous opportunity to inspire the 
public with confidence and take

step in 
the direction 
of restoring

The 
general staff now considers Dunkirk 
safe, inasmuch as heavy reinforce­ 
ments have been sent to the fortifi­ 
cations there and also to the sup­ 
port of the Belgians who are holding 
the line of the Y’ser river. 
Attack Mens© Forts 
Interest today, however, centered 
on the situation on the right. 
The 
Germans have renewed 
their 
at­ 
tempts against 
the 
Meuse line 
of 
forts, only to be in turn badly de­ 
feated and driven back at a number 
of points. 
The admission that this 
has happened is considered here to 
indicate that the proposed invasion 
of Alsace-Lorraine with Metz as the 
objective, is gaining actual form. It 
is known that the Ge: man attempt 
to bring up their heavy guns to bat­ 
ter down the Verdun-Toul line of 
forts has utterly failed. 
They have 
also been forced to weaken their left 
to cope with the situation in northern 
France, 
and 
this 
has 
given

French a decided advantage.

While confirmation is lacking it 
is 
reported

is certain that the actual operations 
toward the Rhine are about to begin 
as the one-armed veteran has been 
promised that the task of clearing 
Alsace-Lorraine of the enem y will 
be entrusted to him. 
Belgian Line Holds

munique, 
telegraphed

deaux, declared the Belgian forces, 
holding the line from the vicinity of 
N leu port to Dix rn u de and along the 
front of the river Y’ser. are maintain­ 
ing their positions in the face of Ger­ 
man opposition.
